2. Dr, B. P. Dutia, Deputy Economic and Statistical Adviser, Directorate of 

Economics and Statistics, Ministry of Food and Agriculture, New 

Delhi.— Member, 

3. Dr. S. C. Gupta, Deputy Director, Agro-Economlc Research Centre, Delhi 

University, Delhi.—Member. 

2. The Team will review the working of fair price shops for foodgrains, the 
pricing of the grains sold through these shops and examine the general Impact of 
the sale of foodgrains through fair price shops on the foodgrains market. The 
Team will submit its report with its recommendations within a period of three 
months from the date It starts its work. The Team will have powers to co-opt 
such additional member/members from the Agro-Ecopomlc Research Centres of 
the Ministry of Food and Agriculture, from the State Governments and/or from 
the foodgrains trade, as they think necessary for their work.
